AN APPEAL FOR FRIENDSHIP. 


(Special to" The Hongkong Telegraph.y 


The recent happenings 
Canton, the rumours’ that have 
been current regarding the pur- 
port of the visit of H.E. the 
Governor to Peking, the feeling of 
growing ‘differences between 
Hongkong and Canton and several 
other minor factors have com- 
bined to. make a general situation 
full of interest and possibilities, 
Not for many years past have 
Hongkong people been taking 
such an interest in Canton affairs 
and it is a long time since Canton 
officials were so interested in the 
doings of our local. Government, 
And it is because of these things 
that special interest is attaching 
to the views of either one party or 
the other. On Saturday we were 
able to publish astatement by the 
Hon. Mr. 8. B.C. Ross, the Secre- 
tary for Chinese Affairs, re- 
lative to the protests that 
have been made by the Cautonose 
officials against his notifications 
to the Chinese of Hongkong on 
the occasion of the inauguration 
of Precidunt Sun Yat-sen, and to- 
day we are able to give the views 
of Dr. Wu Ting-fang, the Minister 
of Moreign ‘Affairs of Che Canton 
Government, which were com- 
municated to a representative of 
The Hongkong Telegraph over the 
week-end. In the course of a 
lengthy interview this veteran 
Chines politician, who still dis- 
plays a keenness that compels 
admiration, touched on all the 
phases of the present situation 
and put the viewpoint of the 
Canton ‘Government with con- 
vineing simplicity. 


HONGKONG'S. POSITION. 


Discussing the attitude of the 
Hongkong Government towards 
the Canton Government he said 
that because’ the foreign diplo- 
mats in Peking only recognised 
the Peking Government Hong- 
kong-officials had taken the view 
that they could do no_ other. 
“But the Government of Hong- 
kong,” be continued, “ia in a 
little ditferent position. Tho 
island of Hongkong and its ter- 
ritories are surrounded by the 
territories of this Government 
and ninety nine per cent. of the 
Chinese . ‘in Hongkone are 
Cantonese. Their ancestra] homes 
are here and-al their interests 
aro here—their friends and re- 
latives. It is their own people 
who are seeking to make Canton 
a better place to Jive in, the hone 
of a better Governmout. And 
why should the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment bo hostile to us? 
Why should it not be 
sympathetic. The proclamationa 
that have recently been issued 
in Hongkong are not even 
neuiral, and the Chinese of 
Canton don’t like it. The Hong- 
kong Government should re- 
cognise that by offending the 
Chinese of Canton they ‘aro 
offending the Chinese of Hong-

A CLEVER ANALOGY. 


The interviewer. pointed out 
that the Hongkong Government 
was not free to do other than it 
had done to which Dr. Wu replied 
by quoting the case of :t¥é<pro- 
pagation of the Irish ‘cause in 
America. “Tha cause ‘ofthe 
[rish Republicans has been 
openly advocated. in America, 
Subscriptions have been raised 
and there have been public de- 
monstrations, and Irishmen have 
made speeches appealing for 
support. The Washington Gov- 
ernmet has not stopped that and 
yet no-one will say that the Amer- 
ican Government is hostile to the 
British. Government. If the 
Government of Hongkong hed 
allowed the Chinese to mark the 
inauguration of President Sun 
Yat-sen. could. it have been 
argued that such a broad-minded 
act was an act of hostility to 
Peking? Why should: not the 
Hongkong Government take a 
lesson from the:American Govern- 
ment? Is it worth the while of 
the Hongkong Goverriment to 
suppress the aspirations of the 
Chinese and. antegonise them ? 
It would be better to remain 
neutral, Mr. Ross’ proclamations 
said that this Government would 
be bound to fail. Why did he go 
to the-length of saying that; was 
it fair?” : 

“We are in. such close 
proximity,” continued Dr. Wu, 
“that we ought to culfivate the 
closest of friendship. There is 
nothing to gain by differences, 
and the least Hongkong can do is 
to be neutral. The Canton 
Government is at least the de facto 
Government of Kwangtung; it 18 
the power that is at present con- 
trolling affairs here," and we 
alrcady have dealingg) with the 
Consular representatives. Who 
else can they have dealihgs with? 
I do wish the Hongkong Govern- 
ment would send an agent down 
here to find out for himself just 
what we are doing, to find out the 
facts of the case.” 


A CHANGED POSITION. 


- Our representative pointed out 
that there was reason to question 
the durability of the present 
tegime in Canton. Past history 
gave little to hops forin the way 
of permanency; there had. been 
quarrels among those in power 
and even now there was fighting 
actually in progress or pending. 
Dr. Wu admitted the past, but 
said the position was quite differ- 
ent now. “Weare all Cantonese 
now,-but before that the Govern- 


ment was divided. All the ‘talk| 


about the differonces betwen Pre- 
dent Sun and General Chan King- 
ming is falee and is b8ing spread 
by Kwangsi agents. These tao 
leaders ara the closest of friends 
and: Tang Shao-yl is also with us 
ontirely..: He is coming to Canton 
immediately. ‘We have had thou- 
‘in

Singapore, Amerioa and elsewhere : 
wiehing us luck and promising 
support. We are-bound to suc- 
ceed if the foreign Powers don't 
step in and. actively support the 
Peking Government. Yunnan 
and Kweichow are with us, they 
have already acknowledged Pre- 
sident Sun, and we have appointed 
officials in thore two Provinces, 
It has been said that we shall 
have to fight threo provinces, but 
in reality itis only the Kwangsi 
forces, under Luk Wing-ting 
who is a militarist, who are 
against us. And regarding Pre- 
sident Sun, I find him to be a roal 
patriot. I didn’t support him 
yoars ago, because I didn't know 
him. But I know him. now and 
know that he is willing to sacrifice 
his life for his country. He is 
not corrupt and.just here for per- 
sonal gain. And at my time of 
lifo I don’t want a high political 
position. E am tired of politics 
and I want to spend the remainder 
of my days with lilerature and in 
quiet. But this isa national affair 
and this is my country. I took 
part in the overthrow of the 
Muanchn. Dynasty and thought to 
gee the Peking Government’ a 
better thing, but the Government 
of China is’ worse to-day than be- 
fore. Tho men in Peking are 
under tie old War Lords and 
it’ is because this move- 
ment in tho South is a genuino. 
attompt to establish a proper 
Gov rnment on democratic 
and just lines that I have 
identified myself with it, As soon 
as China is re-united I shall leave 
this to younger men. We hope 
to show the other provinces what 


The conversation turned to the 
subject of H. E. the Governor‘s 
Visit to Peking ‘and: on’ this Dr. 
Wu was obviously troubled, Ho 
said that secrecy in that matter 
should not be maintained. “ We 
have heard that there have been 
negotiations to increase the 
British territories in the interests 
of the Cassel’s coal agreement, 
We could not support that agree- 
ment because it would have creat- 
ed a great monopoly and would 
have been against ‘the Treaty. 
Wo are quite ready to make a 
fresh ayroement 
and 


on equitable 


fair terms, that will 
give Hongkong the coal it 
wants but we cannot give 
an agreement covering nearly 
the whole province.” Dr. Wu 
went on to relate an experience 
he had whilst Minister for 
Foreign Affairs in Peking and 
how he had. bad to turn down a 
somewhat similar scheme years 
ago because it was too vast ‘and 
too much in the nature of a 
monopoly, “But this Canton 
scheme is a. much bigger thing 
than that. It is too sweeping. 
After all the rumours that have 
been circulated the Governor of 
Hongkong ought to make an 
official statement, that the Hong- 
kong Government is going to 
stand neutral. The reports have 
led to adeal of anxiety and there 
should be a formal statement 
that the Governor of Hongkong 
did not go to Peking to 
aid them against us. I sincerely 
hope that the foreign 
Powers will leave us to work 
things. out for ourselves. The 
Hongkong Governor ought to 
make an officicial denial of all 
thses things, and tell us that the 
reports are groundless, There 
should be no hostility. It is in 
the interestat of both Hongkong 
and Canton that there should be 
friendliness.” 


After further conversation on 
general topics the interview was 
brought to a close, the impression 
remaining . that this able and 
xepericnced ‘Chinese diplomatist 
is helping in a cause which he | 
himself believes to be something 
better than has beon soen ia 
China before.

More Cases Than Usual. 


It has been noticed for some 
timo that small-pox has figured 
prominently in the daily health 
returns, and we bave enquired as 
to whether the incidence of the, 
disease has assumed 
seriousness of an: apidemic, and 
whether special measures have 
been taken by ~ the health 
authoritios. 


When questioned on the sub. 
ject, a local medical official 
said that’ there was no 
occasion to feel alarmed aver 
the present occurrence of 
these cases, which could not 
be compared with the epitemic 
of 1917. The health’ returns 
roveal that last mouth there were 
no lees than fifty, cases of small- 
pox, and eighteen during the firat 
half of May, The proportion of 
deaths cannot but be regarded as 
serious, being forty-four for April 
and thirteen for the first half o: 
thia month, . 

Other diseases which are occur- 
ing with greater requency than 
usual just.now are plague, enteric 
fever, and cerebro-apinal faver.

‘THE ANQLO-JAPANESE . 
ALLIANCE 


Text of Pcking’s Protest. 


Represent tions made by China 
to Great Britain concerning’ the 
rehewal of the Anzlo-Japanese 
Alliance, which have now been 
publishod, are as follows :— 

“Weare repeatedly infor ned, 
in view of tho approaching: ex- 
piration of the Angio-Japanese 
Alliance and in pursnance of the 
stipulations therein concerning 
renewal one year prior to 
its expiration, ‘that the 
British and Japanese Govern- 
ments have already begun an 
exchange of views thereon, and 
that if ronewed the treaty will 
have to be revised. As this 
matter vitally concerns China 
and the Far East, the people of 
China are alarmed, 

“ Fortunately it has been inter- 
national’ usage that when two 
friendly’ nations: conclude a 
treaty ‘it. can only cover rights 
and interests rightly belonging to 
the nations party to the agree- 
ment, and tis usage has acquired 
fresh strength as a result of the 
xteat ‘war, in that international 
equality has become a watch- 
word with the nations. 

“Tf, as hitherto, the terms of 
the Alliance ‘still contain such 
words as “China” and “China's 


integrity’ without China’s being} 


a party thereto, it is in fact an 
affront to the honour and dignity 
of a independent nation, and the 
Government and people of China 
cannot allow the matter to pass 
without expressing their protest.”

THE LATEST CRISIS. 


There is no question that one of the. gravest. crises 
since the signing of the armistice has arisen over the 
Silesian dispute—a crisis that las been openly referred to 
as “gravely endangering the Eutente between France and 
Britain!’ © Mr. Lloyd Georye’s vigorous speech in the 
Touse of Commons on Friday rast has brought the matter 
to a head and French opinion has been very outspoken. It 
is diffienlt to speak of a changing situation, but a great 
principle las been enunciated hy the British Premier 
whichis deserving of all the support Britishers can accord. 
‘And to guage the importance of that principle it might be 
as well to go over a little old ground. 

When the ‘lreaty of Versailles was signed it: was 
provided that a plebiscite should be taken -in Silesia to 
determine the destinies of its: people. The country was 
mapped out into certain arcas and it was agreed that the 
territory should be either German or Polish avcording to 
the votes of the inhabitants. Such a plebiscite has. bean 
‘taken. and it has been. found that Upper Silesta—-the 
richest part of the territory—has voted in favour of beirg 
German, whilst only a small portion has voted .in favour 
of being Polish. Poland has not accepted the verdict, but, 
under a patriot named Korfanty, her troops have occupied 
some of the territory of pro-German favour aud the Germans 
have objected. ‘There has not yet been, anything in the 
nature of real fighting, for Allied soldiery were looking 
after the territury until the result of the plebiscite became 
known, but. the Polish troops have refused to withdraw 
and the situation has been rendered extremely grave 
by reason: of the fact that’ the French favour the 
Polish action, whilst’ Britain declares. that, Poland ought 
to have observed the terms of the Treaty and have 
let Germany take what was hers under it. | Lt is alleged 
by the French that the Gerinans are largely responsible for 
creating the present insurrection and that France will not 
tolerate German trvops entering Silesia in opposition to 
the’ Poles. Britain—at least its Premier—thinks other- 

" wise, and he very. severely censured Poland for not keeping 
her word as expressed by her signature to the. Treaty. 
That is the point. on which he has made out a strong case. 
If the Allies are compelling Germany to honour her word 
they must surely honour theirs, whether there are dis- 

- appointments or no. Poland lost but she ought to have 
accepted. If matters had been the other way round would 
‘Germany have been allowed to dispute the result ! Would 
she have been left free to put troops in an area which had 
yoted in favour of Poland? ‘It is on the broad principles 
of justice that Mr. Lloyd George has based his protest and 
it'is a basis that has an undeniable appeal. He digressed 
a little perhaps when he spoke of Poland's war effort as 
compared with the effort.of France and Britain, but he 
was honest and courageous enough to voice a protest he 
must have known would meet with disapproval. 

-  ’ The most serious part of the question is the danger 
that has resulted to the unity of the Allies, for there has 
already been blunt and almost harsh words. France is

America as “‘a disturber of inter- 
national peace.” The  Jiji 
(moderato coneervative) oxpresses 
surprise.at America’s attempt to 
undo the work of tho 
Peace Conference, but, in order 
to reach a settlement, 
considers that it would | be 
judicious to enter- into direct 
negotiations with Washington. 
This seems to de pretty much the 
conclusion to which tho Allies 
have come, 


The Coal Tragedy. 


The ‘coal strike drags on its 
weary course with alternations of 
hope and gloom. In addition to 
the incalculable loss to industry, 
the strike is costing the country 
round about a solid million 
and a half sterling per 
week for precautionary measures 
in respect of Army, Navy, 
Fire Brigade, and the like, so that 
the candle is being consumed at 
both ends just when the country 
needs application and thrift. Mr, 
Lloyd George is to make another 
attempt to bring owners and 
Miners to an understanding. 
Apparently the ‘result will hinge 


mainly upon whether the miners} 


are prepared to relinquish their 
demand for a national pool. Now 
that, after dome dramutic fluctua- 
tions, it seems fairly certain that 
the railwaymen and _ transport 
workers will not adopt a general 
strike, the miners may prove more 
amenable, Assuredly it is to 
be hoped they will, in their 
own interests as well as in those 
of the community generally, 
seeing that foreign competition, 
formidable enough under working 
conditions, threatens to oust 
British coa! from more of the 
most valuable markets while the 
mines at Home are lying idle. 
America, it transpires, is having 
serious trouble in the same 
‘industry, but on a local scale. 
The United States mines have 
been working at heavy pressure 
to make hey while -the sun 
shines. . 


The Crown Prince. 


Prince Hirohito has spent more 
than a week of his tour in the 
Old Country, and, what with 
banquets, inspections, and visits to 
a variety of places, his Imperial 
Highness can. have had little 
leisure so far to ponder his 
impressions of the West. -‘The 
impression created by himself 
appears to have been favourable 
alike among the “quality” and 
the public. While the latter have 
accorded H. I. H. a hearty recep- 
tion everywhere, the Premier's 
distinguished guesta were struck 
by the intelligent alertness and 
knowledge of the nation’s young 
guest when Mr..Lloyd George 
entertained a weok-ond party at 
hequers.

Affairs, made in the course of an 
interview with a representative

children in the same way as they 
wero cruel to their-mu/-tsaé and 
the Secretariat: was doing ite 
utmost to stop it, es witness the 
recent cases at the Folice Court 
when mistresses were prosecuted 
for cruelty to their servant girls. 
Supposing they could abolish the 
nuiu-isat system to-morrow, such

-Genoral 
Chamber gf Commerce on: the 
atternoon of the 11th inst. the 
five ‘gentlemen elected to serve 
as Chinese Advisory Committee 
to tha Shanghai Municipal 
Council were guests of honour at 
& reception.given by the Shang- 
ai Chinese’. Ratepayers’ 
Association and other bodies. 
Chen Tze-ming chairman 
of the Shanghai Commervial 
Federation and one of the 
strongest agitators in the recent 
fight for Chinese representation 
on the Council, presided. In a 
‘short speech of welcome, he said 
that this was not the time for 
rejoicing. A great deal of work 
was to be done and much was 
expected from the five Chineso 
advisors. The successful out- 


come of the. fight for sepresonta-. 


tion, be said, depended upon the 
energy exerted by the gentlemen 
who wate elected. 

One of the oldest Chinese re- 
sidents in Shanghai, Ma Hsiang- 
peh, called npon to speak, tald of 
the regrettable manner in which 
Chinese ‘had ignored municipal 
affairs in bygone days, ‘When 
I first came to Shanghai after the 
Taiping rebellion,” said Mr; Ma, 
“The Chinese paid no attention 
to civic affairs.” . 

Mr. Ma said that foroigners had 
done “their bit” in building Shang- 
hai up as one ot the best places in 
the universe. and could not be 
blamed for administering 
municipal affairs since the 
Chinese themselves ware indiffer- 
ent in the. matter. The speaker 
concluded by saying that he 
hoped the Chinese advisors would

Replying on behalf of the Ad- 

visory Committee, Sung Han- 
chang said that he and his 
coleagues already ‘felt the 
Tesponsibility that devolved on 
the advisors, but that they would 
try to do their best in the inter- 
ests of the Chinese, 
Huang Shao-yen,.

SHANGHAI'S FUTURE. 


Question of a Free Port. 


Tho roport of. ‘the Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board regarding the 
future of tho port of Shanghai, of 
which we published a summary, 
also raises the question of a free 
port or a free Zone. * 

There can be no doubt that the 
question of ,establishing a: free 
port or a free area should be care- 
fully considered in, rogard to 
Shanghai, and it is understood 
that the Commissioner of Customs 
has already raiged the question 
in a tentative way. 

Apart from the older, well- 
known free ports of Hurope, such 
as Hamburg. there aro now very 
successful free aréas at Copon- 
hagen, Malmo, Stockholm, etc. 
which are filling long-feft needs. 

Within the’ United States, a 
movement is on foot towards free 
ports or free zones at New York, 
New Orleans, San Francisco and 
other principal ports. 

Exactly how China's - trade 
position in gencral would be 
affected by free ports, it is difficult 
to foresee, but seeing that a free 
port would -faciliate shipping 
and if it included a manufactur- 
ing zone would provide very large 
employment for Chinese labour, 
the results to le expected from 
establishing one appear to war- 
rant a full study, 

Shanghai is undoubtedly in- 
dicated as the location of such a 
freeport area if considered desir- 
able. Whether this should consist 
of the river below the present 
harbour down to and including 
the 
whole harbour, or wwhether 
other arrangements should 
be come to (eg., in connection 
with a possible port de citesse), is 
a fit subject for consideration in 
connection with harbour develop- 
ment. The facilities: for main- 
taining a Customs cordon round 


the selected area need also be, 


taken into consideration. 


OPIUM SMUGGLING. 
An'Indian Optician Fincd. 


An Indian, described as an 
optician, was this morning charg- 
éd on remand at the Magistracy 
with the unlawful possession of 
660 taels of raw opium.

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY 
TO MURDER FORMER 
TUCHUN. 


_ Aécused Discharged. 


At the Mixed Court, Shanghai, 
on the Ith inst. Yeong Chi- 
ming was discharged on the com- 
pletion of the trial for conspiracy 
to murder General Si Yan-yuan, 
the former Tuchun of Szechuen 
and lately Military Governor of 
Kwantung. 

In the course of the hearing it 
was suggested that.Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen had instigated the crime, 
whereupon prosecuting counsel 
observed : “There i is no evidence 
to that effect.” 

After brief bongteeaing the 
Court fcund the prisoner not 
guilty. 

In giving judgment, the 
Assessor said, The whole of the 
story of the attempted assassina- 
ation and conspiracy finally 
depended upon the story told by 
Dih Ze-pah, and in view of the 
fact that all the parties 
were politicians or acting for 
political parties, there were many 
complexities. The Court had had 
to look for corroborative evidence 
directly involving the accueed, 
Such evidence was not forthcom- 
ing. No arms were found in the 
man's possession, Nothing of an 
incriminating nature, neither 
arms nor docu.nents, were found 
in prisoner's luggage. Photos of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen were not con- 
clusive evidence. In view of the 
very serious nature of the charge, 
the evidence was certainly not 
strong enough to convict upon. 

“My advice to you is not to do 
it again,” said Mr. Blackburn

MOTOR COASTING VESSELS, 

Trials were carried out in the 
Thames recently of the new 
motor coaster Admiral Varnon. 
Sho is a type of. vessel which is 
now becoming popular among 
owners of coasting craft and 
numbers of similar veasels are 
now being built equipped with 
semi-Diesel machinery of moder- 
ate power. Owners are-adopting 
internal combustion engines for 
these vessels more on account of 
the fact that a larger carrying 
capacity is available with the 
save size vessels than from any |. 
question of fuel economy, singe” 
the motor coaster does, not, .eliow 
up to such advantage-"in thie 
respect as the large ocean-going 
motor ship.. The Admiral Vernon 
is built to the highest class in 
Lloyd's Register of Shipping, and, 
as usual with motor coasting 
craft, the engine-room is arranged 
right aft, leaving a very large 
hold space available from the end 
of the engine-raom to the forward 
bulkhead. This hold is served by. 
oil engine-driven winches, each 
of which is operated from a smalt 
Bolinder -oi] engine. No water 
injection is used with this motor, 
but there is a sniall air compres- 
sor mounted on the end of the . 
engine bedplate which supplies 
air under pressure of about 100-lb. 
per sq, in. This air is admitted 
to the combustion chamber 
at the same time asthe fuel is 
injected, the system’ being one 
which.is peculiar to the Bolinder 
type of motor._
